Upon.sffiv#at the scene, R/Det'Siobserved the 009th District personnel gyarding the southern end of the alley located on 48th St., 
II ibetween Ada and Thrdop. R/0:fet'8::Obsefved crlrtie scene tape, marked squad cats and uniformed police officers protecting the 
II scsnp. RIDefS Spoke with Ltj: RYLE. |i RYLE related that units responded to a call of a gang disturbance at 4739 S. Ada. Lt 
( RYLE related that Beat 932 arrived at the scene first.; After arriving at the scene, a foot chase ensued, with P.O. COTTON 
11 chasing theioffdndef soyth oh:Ada fien east on 48th St and into the east alley. Lt RYLE related that the offender turned and 
II |oint|draph9:hdg:un in lhe difesiiqn of P.O. COTTON, at which time P,0. COTTON discharged his weapon four times, striking the 
|| offender. iLRYLETetated ithilsdapoh was recovered by officers on scene as a crowd had started to form before other officers 
arrived to assist in securing the scene. Lt. RYLE related that ilUlS arrived and transferred the offender, identified as Javier 
i SEPUIBEVA, tb ChriSt Hospitat. 

|| RfDels bbserved the scene tesbeflpeated behind 4755 S. ADA, in the afley, R/Defs observed four shell casings in the alley behind 
|i this address, along with an appareht:blocid stain and a set of keys on a key ring. R/Det's observed Beat 932's vehicle parked 
li behihd 47|1 i. Ada. inside this: vehicle was a Llama 32 caliber stiver handgun with the magazine removed. This weapon was 
ij identified as the weapon recovdied from the alley and used by the offender. 

ij R/Det's then spoke to P.O. Mark EVANS. P.O. EVANS stated that he was working Beat 932, in full uniform, and in a marked 
I squad car with his partner, PsC,;,Alexis COTTON, P.O. EVANS related that they monitored a call over their police radio of a gang 
disturbance at 4739 S. Ada. He stated:that the caller related that eight Male Hispanic gang members were hiding behind a pickup 
I truck and jumping out at passing: yehictes tlashing gang signs. He stated that the dispatcher further related that the street lights 
I were out and the street was dafk. P.O. EVANS stated that they responded to this calf travelling west on 48th $t and then north on 
I Ada. P.O. EVANS stated thatilhey observed a pickup truck double parked at about4739 S. Ada and they pulled up next to it. As 
4 they pylled: up, a Male Hispatrtc subject came from the porch area of this residence and entered intb the pickup. As this subject 
ij was entering the truck, P.O. COTTON exited the squad car and begari chasing a Male Hispanic south on Ada. P.O. EVANS 
I related that he placed the squad car into: park and began to walk toward a Male Hispanic that was with the subject P.O. COTTON 
I was chasing. P.O. EVANS reiatdd that as he attsrnpfed to detain Ihjs subject, he heard P.O. COTTON calling out the chase and 

.I then he heard shots being.firedi RjO. ::iVANS stated that he called the shots fired over the.police radio and requested his partner’s 

I location, P.O. EVANS stated that P.O, COTTON rati:i 0 ed that he was in the alley and he returned to his squad car and relocated to 
I the alley from the north. He Stated that he pulled up and exjted.hfs squad car and observed P.O, COTTON and other responding 

I units placing the offender into custody. P.G, EVANS stated that.he was then given the gun. recovered in the alley from the offender 

II by anolher offioer and he secured this weapon in his squad car. 

' R/Det’s then interviewed P.O. John O'LEARY. P.O. O’LEARY stated that he was workirtg Seat 4152M in full uniform and in a 
I marked squad car along with P.O.'S FLEISHHACKER, PERRICONE, and RAMIREZ. P.O. O'LEARY stated that they were at 
48th and Racine when they ,hei|d||eieajl pT“Shbts Fired" and MS»1shGta;fed,By; the ,Pplice" in the a|^ 4759 S. Ada.

S R/Det'sthen interviewed P 0 Michael PERRlC:ONE. P.O. PERRIOONEiEe(ated.thathewas wpfktog B6at:4152Mi infull uniform 
and in a marked squad car with P.O ’S O'LEARYi FLEISOHHAOKER,. arrd RrSMl(REZ. PrQ. PiRRICONE related that they 
responded to the call of "Shots fired by the Police". He stated that as they pulled dp and exited the vehicle, he observed P.O. 
COtTOfi placing the offender into handcuffs and observed a sm.a.l!er silver handguhdyihg hear the ofender. He stated that he 
further observed several people in the yard to the west of the offender and he decided to recover the weapon for safekeeping. 

P.O. PEliRtCONE stated that he removed the magazine and handed the weapon to P.O, EVANS, who placed it in his squad oar 
for safe keep mg, 

R/Det’s then interviewed P.O. Antonio RAMIREZ. P.O. RAMIREZ related; that he was working Beat: 41S2M in Ml uniform:, in a 
marked squ:ad ca;r with P.O.'ii PSRRlflONE, FLEiSCHHACtiR and O’tEARY. RAMIREZ related that they responded to the call 
of; "Siots fired by the police". :|le stated that they :puljed up to the mouth of the alley and exited their squad car. P.:©; RA:M1REZ 
stated that as he approached hesobserved P.O. 60TTO:N handcuffing the offender. He stated that he further observed; P.O. 
PERRICONE recover a weapon lying ©n the ground r^ext to the offender. P:0. RAMIREZ stated that P.O. PERRICONE hand the 
weapon to P.O. EVANS, who ifheri placed it in his squad car. 

P.O. AIbxIs COTTON was linterVifewed :on the scene and in the Office of A®a..Cfentra!, COTTON related that he was working beat 
932 in urjiform with pa;rtn@r P.OI MaiLiVANS. He stated that they were wotkihg ln a marked Ford Explorer vehicle with EVANS as 
the driver and COTTON seatei as theipassenger. COTTON stated that he and his partner responded to a radio call of a gang 
: disturbance :in the: area of 47li:S, Ada . The caller indicated that gang members were hiding behind a truck on the block and; th;at 
they would junrip out on passing vehiGles and flash gang signs. 

COTTON: stated that he and hs8:.p3rtner approached the disturbar^ee by travelling wrest on:48th street and then north on Ada. They 
observed a gray truck double patked in: the street at 4739 S, Ada, The truck was facing north. COTTON stated that they pulled up 
to the truck: in th.elr marked vehfete. He further stated that his passenger side window was rolled down. COTTON stated that, he 
observed ;l nriale Hispanic subject walk from the east curb, around .the front of the truck, and then to the driver’s door of the truck. 
He heiSrd::* male subject sayL|rin"li:: Spanish, He looked to the east sidewalk of Ada at 4739 and observed this subject standing 
with another subject on the :Sidiwalk. COTTON exited the :passenger side of his marked unit. The second male Hispanic subject 
standing With the first subjeefi Wbb luh^ then ran south along the east sidewalk of Ada. COTTON observed that this second 
subject wras :running::Wilb; a sliver; semiautomatic pistol in his right hand as he ran. COTTON pulled his weapon and pursued this 
gurirnani south aidngrthe east |ide;;0f Ada. He stated that when the offender feaehed 48fh street he ran to the middle of 48th street 
and tlen tan:east:, 0&tT0N stated that he gained ground on the gunman and was now approximately eight feet behind the 
g;unm:art as they ran east in the m|£id;le of 48th street, COTTON stated that the gunman made a wide turn into the east aitey of Ada. 
The ,gunn1:an ran north in the alley with COTTON in pursuit. COTTON stated that when the gunman :reached the alley at 4755 S, 
Ada he pointed his handgun aLCOTTON. COTTON stated that he yelled for the offender to drop his gun. He stated that he 
believed the offeiider was going to shoot him so he fired three to four times at the ofender. COTTON stated the offender ran a 
step or two forward and then fell::faceffirsf into the ground, COTTQHstated that he then handcuffed the offender. He stated that 
other uniformed officers responded as he handcuffed the offender. COTTON pointed out the offender's handgun to P.O. 
PERRICONE and directed him to recover the weapon. He stated that PERRICONE recovered the weapon from the ground a few 
feet from where the offender was now being euffed;. COTTON stated that PERRICONE then gave the offender’s weapon to 
EVANS. COTTON explain;ed: that EVAN:S pulled up to the scene Of the arrest from the, north and after the shOOtinf had occurred. 
COTTON further stated that it ihe; time of the shooting the only people he 0 ;bsepved[ in the alley were the offender and himself.
